D e m o c r a t will 
remember recent comments of this 
p ap er up on an alleged interv iew 
with 
Gov ernor Stone concerning 
the cap ital remov al bond p ublished 
in the Jefferson City Tribune. 
The Tribune attemp ted to con- 
strue the gov ernor's statement into 
some sort of a reflection up on the 
security in his hands, and in its 
headlines referred to the bond as 
V;^‘worthIess," the ev ident p uroose 
i>eing to create the imp ression that 
.cap ital remov al might result in loss 
to the state. 
In order to learn just what the 
gov ernor did say, Hon. Charles E. 
Yeater, rep resenting Sedalia, and 
Mr. 
John Sulliv an, 
rep resenting 
Jefferson City, called up on G(^v . 
Stone at the Planters' House, in St. 
Louis, yesterday morning, and re­ 
quested him to giv e his v iews as to 
the bond and whether or not the 
state could p ossibly suffer loss by 
the adop tion of the amendment. 
There were p resent at the inter­ 
v iew, Hon. Nicholas M. Bell,excise 
commissioner, of St. Louis; Judge 
Russell, of the circuit court; Dr. 
O tto E. Forster, member of the 
democratic state committee; Col. 
H arry Guintzburg and others. 
Gov . Stone, alter listening to the 
requests of the rep resentativ es of 
the two towns, dictated the follow- 
- ing exp ression of his v iews to a 
stenograp her: 


GOV. s t o n e' s s t a t e m e n t. 
“ I am requested by gentlemen re­ 
siding in both Jefferson City and 
iSedalia to mak e a statement as to 
what I said at the time I ap p rov ed 
The bond filed with me by the citi­ 
zens of Sedalia as to the interest 
the state had in the bond. 
The 
^ substance of my statement was as 
follows: 
“ That as I interp reted the p ro­ 
p osed constitutional amendment and 
the statute under which the bond was 
executed the cap ital or seat of gov ­ 
ernment would remain undisturbed 
, 
at Jefferson City ev en though the 
p rop osed 
amendment 
should 
be 
adop ted 
by 
a 
majority 
v ote 
of 
the 
p eop le; 
that 
there 
would 
be 
no 
change 
in 
that resp ect until the requirements 
of the constitutions^ amendment 
had been wholly comp lied with. That 
k i s to say, until the land had been 
^T)Ought and p aid for and a clear title 
' 
made to the state, and until the cap i 
tol buildings had been erected there 
on in accordance with the p lans and 
sp ecifications adop ted by the board 
comp osed of state officers, all with­ 
out exp ense to the state, and that 
board accep ted the same and issued 
their p ublic p roclamation to that 
effect; that when that was done the 
seat of gov ernment would be trans­ 
ferred 
by op eration of law from 
Jefferson City to Sedalia. 
Now, 
the 
securities 
filed 
with 
the 
gov ernor 
could 
i;ot 
indemnify 
the 
state 
against 
any 
losses 
it 
might 
suffer 
by 
reason 
of the adop tion of the constitution­ 
al amendment and the failure of Se­ 
dalia to comp ly with its terms. My 
v iew was and is that the state would 
suffer no loss if the requirements of 
the p rop osed amendment were fully 
comp lied with, and until they were 
fully comp lied with there would be 
no change in the seat of gov ern- 
ent. 
It seems to me, therefore, 


that the only interest or damage to 
be guarded against was the exp ense 
to which the state might be subject­ 
ed by reason of the remov al ot the 
cap ital or the attemp t to remov e it. 
That exp ense I estimated not to ex­ 
ceed $5iOoo. 
The security p ut up 
by 
the 
p eop le of Sedalia would 
indemnify 
the 
state 
against 
that 
exp ense, 
but 
beyond 
that I said I was unable to see/what 
substantial interest the state had in 
any securities of any nature which 
might be dep osited with the gov ­ 
ernor. If Sedalia comp lied with her 
undertak ing, ihat was the end of it. 
If she failed to comp ly with the 
terins of the amendment, then the 
cap ital would remain at Jefferson 
City, and the state would suffer no 
damage beyond exp enses to which 
it might be subjected, and those ex­ 
p enses would be cov ered by the se­ 
curities. 
Beyond 
indemnity for 
exp enses,! was unable to see where­ 
in the state had any substantial in­ 
terest inv olv ed. 
Whether the se­ 
curities in the hands of the gov - 
ernor could be subjected in a court 
of equity at the suit of a contractor 
in the ev ent of a difference between 
him and the p eop le of Sedalia was 
a question, but that is a question 
in which the p eop le at large it 
seems to me are not concerned. 
“ The foregoing is as near « 
rep etition of the statement I made 
as I can now recall it."

It€iH8 Of Interest Picked Up licni Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of

T h e suit of Switchman Martin 
Shea against 
the Gulf, 
Colorado 
and Santa Fe, the Internationai and 
O reat Northern and the Houston 
and T ex as 
Central railroads, 
for 
#$0, 000 damages, which is on trial 
at Galveston, is of unusual interest 
to railroad men. 


It developed that Shea, who was 
em ployed 
jointly 
by 
the 
Gulf, 
C olo rad o and 
Santa Fe and the 
International and Great Northern, 
was so badly crushed in the yards 
at Galveston while trying to couple 
a 
H ouston 
and 
Texas 
Central 
freight car to a switch engine that 
his legs are paralyzed, and he is 
internally injured, so that he will be 
crippled fdr life. 


It was shown that the Houston 
and Texas Central car was examined 
b y the car inspectors upon its ar­ 
rival in Galveston, and that two of 
the bolts that hold the drawhead 
were broken. 
The car inspectors 
reported the car in bad condition, 
but the switchman knew nothing 
about it, 
and 
when 
he tried to 
couple it to the engine the drawbar 
dropped and he was caught and 
crushed. 
The car had no deadwood 
or wooden buffer back of the drawr- 
bar, and the drawhead was only i6 
inches in length, where most draw- 
heads are about 30 inches long and 
are protected whh deadwood. 
T h e Santa Fe and the Interna­ 
tional and Great Northern seek to 
throw the burden, in case Shea re­ 
covers judgment, upon the Houston 
and T exas Central, 
claiming that 
the car was in bad condition when 
turned over to them, but the H ou s­ 
ton and Texas Central contends that 
the car should not hve been accept­ 
ed if It was unsafe to handle. 
Most 
of the Houston and Texas Central 
freight cars have short drawbars, 
and are not equipped with deadwood 
buffers. 
T h e case may necessitate 
a radical change in their 
freight 
equipment.

While here he was a guest at H o ­ 
tel LeGrande, where he was called 
upon by a number of people out of 
curiosity, 
although not one cared 
to be “ healed. ” 


Schrader 
is a 
man of slightly 
more than medium height. 
He has 
a rather broad German face with 
full Ups and light blue eyes. 
His 
brow is high and his nose rather 
flat. 
His beard is coarse and red. 
His hair is parted in the middle and 
hangs to his shoulders; it is much 
darker than his beard. 
He wore a 
long black gown buttoned at the 
right shoulder, and across the front 
of it was a 
black ribbon on which 


was embroidered “ Schrader, Divine 
H ealer. ” 
Suspended from his neck 
was 
a small silver crucihx. 
His 
shoes were large and coarse. 
Am ong those who called upon 
him 
last 
night 
was City Editor 
Barde, of the Sentinel, who had a 
handkerchief belonging to his best 
girl 
“ blessed” 
by 
the 
“ healer. ” 
The Kansas City Star of Sunday 
morning had the following in regard 
to Schrader: 


HAS R E M A R K A B L E H AN DS . 
The most remarkable thing about 
him 
was 
the 
size of his hands. 
T hey were white and unusually long 
and 
broad, 
the fingers 
being at 
least an inch longer than those of 
an average man. 
They w^ere un­ 
usually well shaped and indicated a 
sensitive organization. 
His heavy 
lips, 
deep 
set 
eyes 
under heavy 
brows and thick skm are a queer 
combination with his air of earnest­ 
ness and humility. 
He is ingen­ 
uous also and uses the speech of an 
uneducated man. 
“ They say I look like the blessed 
Savior, ” he said with simple pride. 
In a rambling and desultory way 
he told the story of his career. 
“ I was born in Manitowoc Wis. , 
near Green Bay, on July 29, 1850, 
and lived there until I was 14 years 
old. 
When I was 13 I discovered 
that G od had blessed me with the 
faculty to heal the sick by laying on ' 
of hands. 
I felt that I was called 
upon by God to carry on Flis work 
among the afflicted. 
“ M y first call was to Ellisville. 
There I cured people and have since 
then wandered about the country, 
going whither G od called me. 
At 
first my mother, 
who couldn’t un­ 
derstand It, opposed me, and when 
she asked me where I got my power 
I 
answered, 
‘It is from God; it is 
G o d ’s work and not mine. ’ 
“ When I was 14 years old I b e­ 
gan fasting forty days each year. 
The first time I was called away to 
fast ray mother was angry and lock­ 
ed me up, but I escaped and went 
up into the mountains. 
T hey sent 
men there to search for me. 
I do 
not where I went nor what I did. 
When I returned my mother asked 
me, ‘August, where have you been?’ 
I answered that I was on ray Father’s 
business. 
She said, ‘Who?’ and I 
replied ‘God, who is my Father; I 
obey His commandments and not 
those 
of 
m en. ’ 
She 
wanted 
to 
know where I got food to eat and I 
told her that I lived not by bread 
alone, but upon the heavenly food 
given me by my Father. 
So today 
when I go into the mountains to 
fast, I tell no one where I go. 
“ Since then I have been in nearly 
every state in the 
union and in 
Mexico. 
Wherever I go, thousands 
follow me to be blessed and I re­ 
ceived so many letters that I had to 
get a secretary. 
I have recently 
been in California and before that 
in Texas, M exico and New Mexico. 
Hundreds of Indians came to me in 
New M exico and kissed the hem of 
my garment.
